The  OMI-CA  headquarters 
at  Granada  and  Ho’ioway 
hummed  with  act’  ity  this 
summer.  The  Mayor’s 
Summer  Youth  Employment 
Program  made  itself  felt  in 
the  community. 

Erroll  Jackson,  the  pro¬ 
gram’s  Area  Supervisor,  and 
his  co-assistants,  Rochelle 
Richmond  and  James 
Troutt,  interviewed  jointly, 
spoke  of  the  improvement 
over  last  summer.  More  job 
sites  were  developed  this 
year  because  of  their  persis¬ 
tent  canvassing  of  the  area. 
However,  “There  were  still 
not  enough  jobs”  and  more 
should  be  developed  next 


year.  The  three  were  unani¬ 
mous  in  feeling  that  there 
should  be  more  community 
involvement  in  locating 
meaningful  jobs,  starting 
early  in  the  year  for  next 
summer’s  program. 
Additionally,  the  Mayor’s 
office  should  allocate  more 
jobs  to  the  OMI  communtiy.

Along  with 
the  workshops  most  of  the 
youth  have  been  helped  with 
career  planning.  Again,  the 
need  for  more  good  sites  for 
next  year  was  stressed. 
Jackson  also  commented,  “I 
would  like  to  see  them  in 
school  learning  some  mean¬ 
ingful  skills  while  getting  paid 
for  the  training.” 

Veronica  Hunnicutt  of  the 
OMI-CA  promises 

community  follow  up  this 
year  with  an  ongoing  de¬ 
velopment  of  jobs  for  youth. 
One  of  the  programs  this 
summer  was  a  community 
opinion  poll  on  the  future  of 
Farragut  School.

Get  ready  for  Campaign 
‘77. 

On  Tuesday,  Nov.  1,  San 
Francisco  voters  will  go  to 
the  polls  to  elect  a  City 
Attorney,  City  Treasurer,  11 
members  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  vote  yea  or 
nay  on  14  amendments  to 
the  City  Charter. 
Undoubtedly,  most  of  the 
campaigning  and  election 
interest  will  center  around 
district  supervisors. 

Proposition  T,  approved 
by  the  voters  last  November 
and  confirmed  in  the  Aug.  2 
special  election,  calls  for  all 
11  seats  on  the  San 
Francisco  Baord  of  Super¬ 
visors  to  be  up  for  grabs  on 
Nov.  1.  Each  district, 


defined  by  the  boundaries 
drawn  up  in  Proposition  T, 
will  send  one  supervisor  to 
the  board.  Residents  will 
only  vote  for  a  supervisor 
from  their  own  district. 

Most  of  the  OMI-CA 
service  area  lies  in  super¬ 
visorial  District  9.  The 
boundary  runs  from  the 
county  line  north  on 
Junipero  Serra,  east  on 
Holloway  to  Ashton,  north 
on  Ashton  to  Ocean  and 
north  of  Mt.  Davidson,  then 
east  to  encircle  Bernal 
Heights.  All  OMI  voters 
living  south  and  east  of  this 
line  are  in  District  9;  those 
living  north  and  west  of  the 
line  are  in  District  10. 

Citywide,  more  than  150 


persons  have  filed  an  intent 
to  run  for  supervisor. 
Districts  9  and  10,  however, 
have  only  a  small  number  of 
those  entries.  A  final  list  is 
not  yet  in,  as  candidates 
have  until  Sept.  9  to  file. 

Incumbent  supervisor 
Quentin  Kopp,  president  of 
the  current  board,  has 
announced  his  candidacy  in 
District  10.  At  this  point  he 
would  be  the  odds-on 
favorite.  But  in  District  9, 
resident  A1  Nelder,  an 
incumbent  supervisor  who 
adamantly  opposed  district 
elections  and  Proposition  T, 
has  announced  that  he  will 
not  seek  reelection.  If 
Nelder  sticks  to  this  pledge, 
District  9  will  send  a  fresh¬ 
man  supervisor  to  the 
board.

Also  working  for  seniors  at 
Pilgrim  Community  Church 
are  Donald  Quan  of  the 
Senior  Block  Information 
Program  and  his  assistant, 
Amy  Lai,  who  provide 
telephone  information  and 
referral  services  for  many 
senior  concerns.  From  9:00 
to  5:00  Monday  through 
Friday  they  respond  to 
questions  and  problems  in 
these  areas:  health  and  legal 
services,  consumer 
information,  events  in  the 
news,  senior  discounts, 
senior  opportunities  for  em¬ 
ployment  and  volunteer 
work,  and  social  and  recrea¬ 
tional  activities.  They  also 
help  Volunteers  in  Service  to 
America  (VISTA)  in 
organizing  small  groups  of 
neighbors  who  do  their 
errands  together  for  safety 
and  company  —  Operation 
Take-a-Friend.  Their  phone

THE  COMMUNITY  CONGRESS 
A  CITYWIDE  PROCESS 

The  Community  Congfess  is  an  open  process  by  which  people 
can  decide  what  is  important  to  them  and  how  they  are  going  to 
achieve  what  they  have  decided  on 

The  first  Community  Congress  in  San  Francisco  was  held  on  a 
weekend  in  June,  1975  at  Lone  Mountain  College.  The  goal  of 
the  first  Congress  was  to  bring  together  the  hundreds  of  groups 
and  individuals  who  work  on  a  day-to-day  basis  to  make  our  city 
a  better  place.  Over  1,000  people  and  200  organizations  attended 
the  1975  Congress,  and  10,000  copies  of  the  position  paper  adop¬ 
ted  at  the  Congress  were  printed  and  distributed  that  summer. 

Among  the  scores  of  positions  taken  by  the  1975  Congress  was 
a  call  for  the  election  of  Supervisors  by  community  districts.  In 
December,  1976,  after  the  passage  of  Proposition  T,  a  group  of 
people  who  had  worked  on  the  campaign,  and  others,  met  and 
decided  to  begin  work  for  a  1977  Community  Congress.  A 
Citywide  Planning  Committee  was  formed  which  meets 
regularly. 

The  goal  of  the  1977  Community  Congress  is  threefold: 

1.  To  organize  district  congresses  in  each  of  the  eleven 
supervisorial  districts. 

2.  To  develop  a  city-wide  program  which  identifies  and 
prioritizes  key  issues  and  sets  a  plan  for  implementation. 

3.  Then  to  seek  implementation  of  that  program  through 
ongoing  district  and  city-wide  organizations. 

HOW  DOES  IT  WORK 

The  Citywide  Congress  Planning  Committee  asked  people 
from  each  of  the  Supervisorial  Districts  to  form  District  Plan¬ 
ning  Committees  to  prepare  for  a  district  congress.  The  District  9 
Planning  Committee  first  met  in  earlv  January 

Each  district  is  forming  a  District  Planning  Committee  and 
preparing  to  hold  a  congress  in  the  district.  Since  January,  more 
than  450  people  from  District  9  have  participated  as  members  of 
the  Planning  Committee  and  worked  to  bring  our  District  9 
Congress  to  the  point  where  it  is  now.  The  idea  is  that  people  will 
join  with  their  neighbors  in  discussing  issues  of  importance  to 
them.  Then  neighborhoods  will  join  other  neighborhoods  in  the 
district  at  a  district  congress  to  develop  a  district  program. 

Finally  that  district  program  will  be  discussed  at  a  citywide 
Community  Congress,  and  a  citywide  program  based  upon  the 
needs  of  the  district  will  be  formed. 

In  February  the  District  9  Planning  Committee  put  out  a 
questionnaire  to  the  people  of  Bernal  Heights,  Glen  Park  and  the 
Ingleside  districts  in  order  to  poll  the  people  on  the  important 
issues  affecting  District  9.  Based  on  the  results  of  that  poll  we 
learned  that  our  neighbors  are  most  interested  in  the  issues  of 
jobs,  public  services  and  transportation,  criminal  justice  and 
crime,  the  quality  of  education,  problems  of  youth,  housing  and 
health  care.  But  since  people’s  concerns  cannot  be  adequately  ad¬ 
dressed  within  the  format  of  a  questionnaire,  the  Planning  Com¬ 
mittee  decided  to  hold  a  series  of  workshops,  to  be  held  before 
the  district  congress,  in  order  that  we  might  give  these  issues  a 
more  specialized  attention.  From  these  workshops  we  hope  to 
come  to  our  district  congress  with  a  better  grasp  of  the  important 
issues  that  face  our  district  and  with  some  ideas  for  a  district 
platform  that  addresses  the  needs  that  are  felt  in  District  9. 

The  Community  Congress  is  the  best  way  we  know  to  achieve 
the  promise  of  more  responsive  city  government  through  district 
elections.  And  a  District  Congress  is  the  best  way  to  involve  as 
many  of  the  people  in  District  9  in  the  new  district  election 
process  as  possible.

Two  of  the  announced 
District  9  candidates  are 
OMI  resident  Bob  Covington 
and  Michael  Nolan,  a 
resident  of  Bernal  Heights 
who  announced  his 
candidacy  early  in  the  year. 

Covington,  36,  was  born  in 
West  Virginia,  but  raised  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio.  A  resident 
of  San  Francisco  for  the 
past  eight  years,  he  has 
served  as  an  urban  manage¬ 
ment  consultant  and  most 
recently  as  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  San 
Francisco  Pretrial 
Diversion  Project. 

President  of  the 
Federation  of  Ingleside 
Neighbors  (FIN),  Chairman 
of  the  San  Francisco  Black 
Political  Caucus,  and  a 
member  of  the  OMI 
Community  Association, 
Covington  said  that  his 
campaign  will  deemphasize 
candidate  personalities  and 
stress  the  issues  of 
importance  to  District  9. 
Health  and  food  services  are 
two  issues  that  he  sees  of 
immediate  importance  to  the 
OMI. 

Nolan,  also  36,  a  native  of 
Brooklyn,  N.Y.,  has  lived  in 
San  Francisco  for  seven 
years.  Formerly  employed 
by  CBS  NEWS  and  National 
Education  Television,  he  has 
recently  been  business 
manager  and  promoter  for 
the  San  Francisco  Mime 
Troupe  and  the  Pickle 
Family  Circus.

Housing  and  neighborhood 
economic  development  he 
puts  at  the  head  of  his  list  of 
issue  priorities.  In  his  cam¬ 
paign,  Nolan  plans  to  publish 
a  booklet  explaining  his 
stands  on  various  issues.  But 
primarily  he  believes  that 
door-to-door  canvassing  and 
personally  meeting  as  many 
as  possible  of  the  3,000 
registered  voters  in  District 
9*  will  be  the  key  to  a 
November  victory. 

Roughly  one-third  of  the 
30,000  District  9  voters  live  in 
the  OMI.  According  to  sta¬ 
tistics  from  the  nonprofit 
Coro  Foundation,  District  9 
has  an  approximate  ethnic 
breakdown  of  41%  white, 
25%  black  and  25%  latin. 
When  ranked  with  the  other 
ten  supervisorial  districts, 
District  9  is  fifth  in  the 
quality  of  streets,  fifth  in 
public  assistance,  eighth  in 
crime  reports,  eighth  in 
population  density  and  tenth 
in  property  taxes  paid.

HOW  OMI  VOTED 

by  George  Fulmore 

If  the  Aug.  2  Special  Election  was  meant  to  test  whether 
San  Francisco  voters  knew  what  they  were  doing  when  they 
approved  district  elections  last  November,  the  OMI  passed 
with  flying  colors. 

Election  totals  from  the  OMI-CA  service  area,  which  runs 
east  of  Nineteenth  Ave.  to  the  280  freeway  and  south  from 
Monterey  Blvd.  to  the  county  line,  showed  a  significant 
increase  in  the  percentage  of  voters  approving  district 
elections.  Proposition  A  was  defeated  2628  to  4481,  while 
Proposition  T  had  passed  4555  to  3765. 

As  in  the  results  of  Proposition  T,  the  Aug.  2  vote  shoed 
sharp  contrasts  in  the  voting  preferences  of  residents  from 
different  areas  of  the  OMI:  Balboa  Terrace  precinct  8572 
voted  180  to  98  in  favor  of  Proposition  A,  while  Ingleside 
Terrace  precinct  8452  voted  137  to  102  to  defeat  A,  and  the 
Ocean  View  District  precincts  between  Lakeside  Ave.,  the 
280  Freeway  and  Orizaba  Ave.  gave  A  a  combined  84% 
thrashing  with  a  margin  of  810  to  145. 

Proposition  B,  which  among  other  things,  also  called  for 
the  repeal  of  Proposition  T,  was  given  an  OMI  thumbs  down 
by  an  even  greater  margin  than  given  Proposition  A.  The 
OMI  total  was  2419  for  B,  4843  against.  The  contrast 
between  different  OMI  areas  was  again  apparent,  as  Balboa 
Terrace  precinct  8572  voted  174  to  127  for  B,  Ingleside 
Terrace  precinct  8452  voted  154  to  99  to  defeat  B,  and  the 
Ocean  View  precincts  voted  B  down  by  819  to  176,  a 
whopping  82%.

The  seventy-eighth  academic  year  for  San  Francisco 
State  is  underway  with  a  student  body  of  nearly  24,000 
students  on  campus  at  19th  Avenue  and  Holloway.  Dr.

It  was  once  rolling  hilled 
farms,  country  lanes,  wind 
swept,  lonely  beaches  and 
later,  a  few  wild  racing 
Tracks  were  added.  Our 
history  is  one  of  lively,  enter¬ 
prising  men  and  women  who 
preferred  to  live  and 
socialize  in  the  outskirts  of 
the  world’s  naughtiest  city, 
San  Francisco.  They  set 
their  own  standards  and  en¬ 
forced  their  own  laws.  The 
result  was  a  tolerant  popula¬ 
tion  hungry  for  what  was 
new  and  innovative  in  the 
world.  Perhaps  that  is  why 
the  first  auto  race  in 
California  was  held  here. 


the  five  adventurers,  four 
were  local  residents  and  the 
fifth  was  the  chief  engineer 
for  the  White  Steamer  Co. 
One  of  the  locals.  Charles 
Hawkins  also  drove  a  White 
Steamer  —  right  into  a 
fence!  Daniel  Green,  one  of 
the  mighty  Green  Clan, 
drove  his  auto  into  a  hay 
stack  while  the  others  “died 
at  intervals.”  Walter  Gothe, 
the  White  Steamer  engineer, 
—  to  quote  Anita  Day  Hub¬ 
bard  —  “drove  one  of  his 
raging  pets,  and  won  the 
race  in  the  magnificent  time 
of  a  mile  in  1  minute  and  22 
seconds.”  Gothe  was  the 
only  auto  to  complete  the  cir¬ 
cuit,  which  in  1900,  was  truly 
magnificent  indeed!

Merchants  Plan 


The  Ocean  Avenue  Mer¬ 
chants  Association  members 
are  planning  an  upgrading  of 
their  commercial  district, 
with  the  assistance  of  the 
Housing  Conservation  In¬ 
stitute  (HCI),  a  non-profit 
organization  working  in  the 
area  to  assist  businesses  and 
homeowners. 

HCI  has  secured  a  grant 
from  the  National  Endow¬ 
ment  for  the  Arts  in 
Washington,  D.C.  to  hire  ar¬ 
chitects  to  prepare  architec¬ 
tural  guide  standards  for  all 
future  storefront  im¬ 
provements  on  Ocean 
Avenue.  The  San  Francisco 
firm  of  EDAW  Inc.  was 
awarded  the  job  and  has 
prepared  “before  and  after” 
elevations  for  10  blocks 
along  Ocean  Avenue.  Their 
recommendations  include 
earth  tone  paint  coordina¬ 
tion,  awnings,  signing  and 
re-emphasizing  the  Spanish 
Revival  character  now  pre¬ 
sent  in  most  buildings.  A 
report  detailing  these  stan¬ 
dards  and  including  the 
elevations  is  now  being 
prepared,  and  should  be 
released  in  early  September.

The  Housing  Conservation 
Institute  (HCI)  has  applied 
through  the  Mayor’s  Office 
of  Community  Development 
to  designate  an  area  in  the 
Ingleside  (bounded  by 
Ocean,  Ashton,  Lakeview 
and  Lee)  for  a  special  State 
Housing  Finance  Agency 
rehabilitation  program. 

A  preliminary  neighborhood 
meeting  was  held  in  March 
of  this  year  to  provide  infor¬ 
mation  on  this  program.  The 
residents  present  agreed 
that  this  program  would  be 
helpful  to  improve  housing  in 
the  neighborhood.  HCI  has 
hired  Veronica  Hunnicutt, 
an  OMICA  Board  of  Director 
member,  as  a  half-time 
“OMI”  Coordinator  for  this 
program.  She  plans  to  be 
available  at  the  OMI  office 
on  Granada  to  answer  ques¬ 
tions  and  conduct 
preliminary  interviews. 
Veronica  will  start  to  work 
after  Labor  Day  to  promote 
this  program.  The  OMI-CA 
has  expressed  its  support  of 
the  program  as  planned. 


Loans  will  be  available  to 
single-family  owner  oc¬ 
cupants  to  refinance  their 
existing  mortgages  in¬ 
cluding  recon, mended 
rehabilitation  work.  This  is  a 
voluntary  program  where 
you  must  request  technical 
assistance  from  HCI.  The  in¬ 
terest  rate  on  the  loans  will 
be  approximately  12V2%, 
with  a  term  of  30  years.  The 
loan  amount  is  unlimited  to 
cover  the  rehabilitation  and 
refinancing,  up  to  95%  of  the 
“after  rehab”  appraised 
value.  There  are  liberal  in¬ 
come  limits  fixed  by  the 
State.  While  loan  funds  will 
not  be  available  until  at  least 
October,  HCI  will  provide 
free  interviews,  income 
eligibility  analysis  and 
thorough  home  inspections 
at  no  cost  on  request.  These 
services  will  be  available 
after  Labor  Day  on  a  first 
come,  fist  served  basis.
